HOUSING, 


Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  houses 
•on  the  Council’s  Park  Land  Estate*  The  remaining  two  houses  on 
Contract  3 were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year,  together 
with  twenty  3 bedroom  type  houses  on  Contract  4.  Five  new  houses 
were  completed  and  occupied  during  that  period,  by  private 
enterprise.  The  Council  are  continuing  to  erect  3 bedroom  type 
houses  and  2 bedroom  type  double  dwellings  on  the  Park  Land  Estate* 

The' Council  has  received  an  allocation  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  erect  twenty-five  houses  during 
the  first  half  of  the  ensuing  year. 

Nine  licences  for  the  erection  of  new  houses  have  been 
issued  during  the  year. 

The  Council  continue  'to  allocate  houses  on  a points  scheme 
basis*  -..Applications  are  classified  into  three  groups,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  385  applicants  on  the  waiting  list, 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  -average  daily  consumption  of  water  during  the  year  was 
221,125  gallons,  which  is  equivalent  to  41.54  gallons  per  head  per 
day*  This  includes  water  supplied  to  the  Darley  Moor  displaced 
persons  camp  and  converted  camp  buildings  now  used  for  temporary 
housing  purposes* 

The  consumption  of  water  has  again  increased  and  this  is 
mainly  due  to  the  use  of  modern  sanitary  appliances  provided  in 
new  houses,  together  with  the  installation  of  washing  machines  etc. 

• The  3"  water  mains  on  Derby  Road  and  Greenway  Estates  have 
been  extended  in  order  to  supply  water  for  the  development  of 
these  areas. 

Water  is  obtained  from  the  same  source  as  in  previous  years. 
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WATER  SUPPLY  (CONT™ ) 


The  result  of  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination 
has  shown  the  water  to  be  of  satisfactory  quality  for  drinking 
purposes™ 

The  whole  of  the  supply  of  water  is  softened  by  the  Base 
Exchange  process,  and  the  plant  has  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 

Rainfall  recorded  during  the  year  was  40.  38  inches,  as 
compared  with  33.84  inches  for  the  previous  year™ 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL™ 

No  additions  or  extensions  have  been  carried  out  at  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  during  the  year™ 

The  average  daily  engine  hours  pumping  at  the  Works  during 
the  year  was  18.33  hours  and  the  average  quantity  of  sewage 
pumped  and  treated  per  day  was  295j264  gallons™ 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING ™ 

The  Council  continue  to  collect  house  refuse  weekly  from 
all  properties  in  the  District  and  this  is  disposed  of  in  a 
Me Id rum  Refuse  Destructor™

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  received  various  notices  from 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  in  connection  with  factories, 
bakehouses  etc.  Complaints  have  been  investigated  and  necessary 
notices  served.  Lists  of  outworkers  have  been  submitted  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937*
